TARIFF BILL PASSED. 


the House Surrenders to the 


Senate's Demands. 


ft VOTE OP 182 YEAS TO 105 NAYS.

H''' Aug. 14. — The long 


lirnggle over the tariff (bill came to a 
dose at 6 o'clock yesterday evening 
(Then the house, by a vote of 182 to 105, 
iecided to discharge the house con- 
ferees from further consideration of 
thc bill, recede fromjts opposition to the 
634 senate amendments and agree to 
same. It was an absolute victory for 
the senate. Tho house made on abso- 
lute surrender. 


The result grew directly out of the 


sensational cuurse of events at the sen- 
ate end of the Capitol precipitated by 
Senator Hill on Friday. 
Tip to that 


time the house conferees had stood 
firm against the senate amendments, es- 
pecially on the three disputed schedules 
af cool, iron ore and sugar, and the 
temper mid voice of the house was for 
war— war to the cad. But the indica- 
tions that the Democrats of the senate 
might be able to longer hold a majority 
of the votes in lino for even tho senate 
bill and that tho bill was in desperate 
jeopardy forced the house Democrats to 
immediate action. Tho Democratic con- 
fences of the house at last admitted 
that they were beaten and that another 
vote could uoc be risked irt the senate, 
thj.t it must be either the senate bill or 
no bill. 


The whole question was precipitated 


at the caucus held just before the house 
convened yesterday, at which, after ft 
thorough review of the situation and 
speeches in favor of receding by Speak- 
er Crisp, Chairman "Wilson and others, 
it was decided to take the senate bill 
and immediately afterward pass sep- 
arate bills, placing coal, iron ore, sugar 
and barbed wire on the free list, and by 
so doing place the house on record and 
at least partially overcome humiliation 
involved in its defeat. 


The program arranged in the canons 


WM earned out to tho letter in the house 
after an ironclad special order. Tho 
scenes in the chamber throughout the 
dny and evening were exciting and at 
tunes sensational. The galleries were 
packed and the members applauded aud 
cheered their respective leaders to the 
who. Under tho terms of the order 
tat two hours were allowed for debate 
on the main proposition to recede aud 
agree to thc senate amendments to the 
tiriff bill. 


A parliamentary skirmish preceded 


the pitched battle, but points of order 
raised by the Republicans were swept 
aside. The speaker ruled the house 
with an iron hand. 
The principal 


speeches for and against the main prop- 
osition were mode by Chairman Wilson 
-'ind Speaker Crjsp on the one hand, and 
«s-Speaker Eeed and Mr. Burrows on 
*he other. There was no time for prep- 
aration, and all the speeches were hot 
from the forgo of the brain and were 
8wer«d with round after round of 
cheers and applause. 


Bourke Cockran of New York and 


Mr. Tarsney of Missouri, both Demo- 
cratic members of the ways and means 
committee, delivered scathing and sen- 
sational speeches, denouncing the sur- 
render of the house as cowardly and in- 
defensible. The speaker replied to Mr. 
Cockran, whose effort was a brilliant 
OTO, with such temper that the latter 
wok it as a personal affront, although 
«M speaker disclaimed snoh intention, 
•ndniade a vicious lunge at Speaker 


There was no attempt on the part of 


the Democratic leaders to claim a vic- 
tory. They all admitted, that they were 
accepting the inevitable, justifying their 
aofou on the ground that the senate 
DUl was infinitely better than the Mc- 
Kialey bill. 


The most startling feature of the day, 


P«rhips, was Mr. Cockran'g eloquent 
appeal u> Chairman "Wilson to name th» 
Democrats in the senate who threat- 
ened the dcieat of all tariff legislation if 
rae attempt to adjust the differences be- 
tween the two houses was persisted ia, 
out Mr. Wilson made no response.
